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Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The DVD Sperm Overdose is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The DVD is devoted to explicit sexual depictions. Its main component, the feature Sperm 
Overdose, is a parade of extremely degrading, dehumanising and demeaning sexual acts, with 
an overwhelming emphasis on ejaculation over women's faces. Women are treated with 
contempt by the filmmakers and male participants. They are also encouraged to demean 
themselves in humiliating ways for the sexual pleasure of male viewers. Overall, women are 
represented as inherently inferior on the grounds of their sex. The material invites men to 
take sexual gratification from images that degrade, dehumanise and demean women 
models and women more generally to a high degree. Depicting women in this way is likely 
to aid in the formation or reinforcement of negative attitudes to women. It is also likely to 
encourage a false sense that women are eager to fulfil men's sexual demands, no matter 
how humiliating. 

The classification of this publication interferes with the freedom of expression. However, 
this is an outcome that is consistent with Parliament's intention that a publication which 
degrades, dehumanises and demeans women to such an extent and degree that its 
availability is injurious regardless of the age and maturity of the audience will be banned. 
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
